reports on the Laymen’s Foreign Missions Inquiry 


O ONE is lost. 
No one needs to be saved. 


There is no Saviour. 

But “men everywhere” need to. be 
“drawn together in a full: and ennobling 
experience of God.” 

It is a worthy and noble thing for Chris- 
tians to go to non-Christian lands and heal 
bodies, establish hospitals, conduct schools, 
teach agriculture. But it is unworthy and 
ignoble to use any of these forms of serv- 
ice as a direct means of leading people to 
Christ. Christian missionaries should not 
descend to propaganda and proselytizing of 
this sort. 


These are but a few of the many amaz- 
ing conclusions offered in a volume that 
is challenging the Church, the foreign mis- 
sion boards and societies, and the world in 
general, setting forth “A Laymen’s Inquiry 
after one hundred years.” It is entitled 
“Re-Thinking Missions,” 2 and is the report 
of an Appraisal Commission appointed by 
a Laymen’s Foreign Missions Inquiry to 
study missions in the Far East and make 
recommendations. THe Sunpay ScHOOoL 
TIMEs commented on the early releases of

this report in its issue of October 22, and 
called attention to the Commission’s mod- 
est announcement that it would answer the 
question, “Shall foreign missions be con- 
tinued?” The Times said: “A good many 
Christian people would suppose that. it is 
hardly necessary for an Appraisal Com- 
mission to pass judgment upon the Great 
Commission, and that our Lord himself 
decided how long missions should con- 
tinue — ‘even unto the end of the age.’” 

After following an unprecedented and 
unethical’ campaign of releasing to the 
newspapers and other periodicals a- long 
series of sensational extracts from its re- 
port while the mission boards themselves 
were pledged to secrecy, and before the 
matter could be considered by any meeting 
of the boards, the large volume of 349 
pages was published and, in November, 
members of the Commission met with mis- 
sion board representatives for two days in 
New York City. An account of this meet- 
ing, written by a board member who was 
present, will be published in next week’s 
issue of the Times. 

The ‘Appraisal Commission was never 
officially appointed by any mission boards. 
In January, 1930, a group of laymen met 
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to consider missionary problems; seven de- 
nominations eventually were represented, 
unofficially, in a Laymen’s Foreign Mis- 
sions Inquiry: Baptist (Northern), Con- 
gregational, Methodist Episcopal, Presby- 
terian (Northern), Protestant Episcopal, 
Reformed Church in America, and United 
Presbyterian. An Appraisal Commission 
of twelve men and three women went to 
the Far East in September, 1931, to study 
the work in India, Burma, China, and 
Japan, An earlier group had been sent 
out in 1930 to collect facts, by the Insti- 
tute of Social and Religious Research, and 
their report was placed in the hands of 
the Appraisal Commission. The ultra- 
Modernist character of the members of the 
Commission is significant. 

Does the title of this editorial seem too 
severe? The facts here brought out, 
available to every one in the published 
report, must be the answer. The Com- 
missien members are before the world as 
followers of Christ; their conclusions be- 
tray his Cause, his Commission, and his 
Name. The Appraisal Commission has 
become The Betrayal Commission. 

Christian missions are assumed through- 
out the book to be a human movement of 
human origin. But true Christian mis- 
sions are of divine, not human, origin and 
conduct. “Go ye therefore, and teach all 
nations, ... and, lo, I am with you alway,” 
said our Lord, the Head of the Church. 
“The Holy Ghost said, Separate me Barna- 
bas and Saul for the work whereunto I 
have called them.” 

_ The Commission says “the religious mis- 
sion... takes the special form of promot- 
ing ones own type of thought.” “Re- 
ligious” missions may do this; Christian 
missions do not: they teach “whatsoever 
I have commanded you.” 

“At the center of the religious mission,” 
says the Commission, “there is an always 
valid impulse of love to men.” Now love 
to men is, of course, a vital part of Chris- 
tian life and missions. But missions based 
only on love to men are powerless because 
dead. Paul, the. first and final norm for 
all true missionaries, said “the love of 
Christ. constraineth us . . . and hath com- 
mitted unto us the word of reconciliation. 
Now then we are ambassadors for Christ.” 
Paul loved men because he loved the Lord. 
Throughout the report there is practically 
no mention of love for God or for Christ 
as the great motive of missions, but. .only 
an altruistic attitude toward fellow men. 

There is no recognition of the supernatu- 
ral, except to condemn it as superstition.

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The entire report is a study by the natural 
man of that, which no natural man can 
understand, for “the natural’ man, receiveth 
not the: things of. the Spirit of God: for 
they are foolishness unto him.” “Supersti- 
tion,” says the report, “is the reliance on 
sriritual forces to do work proper to phys- 
ical forces; .... it is an illegitimate expec- 
tation of, or belief in, miracle. . ... It 
applies to . . . acts of petition designed to 
bring the divine power into the service of 


’ the ‘petitioner’s personal advantage.” Thus 


the ideas that the ‘Lord would miraculously 
feed five thousand with five loaves and two 
fishes, or would supernaturally still a storm 
on the sea, or that children of God. should 
ever pray’ for divine help for their own 
personal or material need, are held by the 
Commissién to be superstitions, For ‘no- 
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where 1m the report is there any expression 
of belief in miracle, or in New Testament 
prayer, or in the supernatural. 

Christian missions, should not be con- 
cerned about a future life, but should be 
devoted to matters of this present life. 
“The religion which assumes too much 
knowledge of the supernatural realm, its 
system of heavens and hells, or its inner 
mechanisms of eternal justice, can no 
longer be a living issue,” we are told. The 
true Christidn missionary “assumes” no 
knowledge of such matters, but believes 
the revelation’ of God:. He tells the heathen 
of the! wondrous words of our Lord, spoken 
just before His death and resurrection: 
“In my Father’s house are many mansions. 
... I go to prepare a place for you. And

Are They “Called Home"? 


Are such statements as the following 
correct? 

“Annie Johnson Flint Called Home”

“The Lord took unto himself several

It is quite in accordance with the Scrip- 
tures to speak of a Christian, at death, be- 
ing called Home, or being taken unto the 
Lord, —these and the other expressions 
quoted by the inquirer would seem to be 
authorized by the Holy Spirit in his Word. 

Perhaps the question arises from the 
equally Scriptural fact that the true _be- 


liever. is, of course, always “in Christ,” 


therefore always with Christ, and Christ 
indwells every believer. .Thus it is that 
“we .walk with the King, Hallelujah!” 


Brt this is by faith, not by. sight; and the’ 
Scripture recognizes’ the difference.. Thus: 


Paul; having .declared by inspiration, “For 
to me to live is Christ, and to die is gain,” 
goes on to explain: “For I am in -a 
st--"t betwixt two, “having a desire to de- 
part, and to be with Christ; which is far 
better: nevertheléss to abide in the flesh is 


. more needful for you” (Phil. 1: 21-24). 


Paul thus shows that if he should die, and 
“depart,” he would be “with Christ” in a 
different way from that in which he already 


. was “with Christ” here in this present life, 


in the’ body. 

Again Paul writes: “Whilst we are at 
home in the body, we are absent from the 
Lord: (for we walk by faith, not. by 
sight:) We are confident, I say, and will- 
ing rather to be absent from the body, 
and to be present with the Lord. Where- 


fore we labour, that, whether present or. 


absent, we may be accepted of him” (2 
Cor. 5: 6-9). 

The believer is: “taken” by God in the 
experience of death, and living believers 


will be “taken” without the experience of 
death when the Lord comes again. “And 
Enoch walked with God: and he was not; 
for God took him” (Gen. 5:24).

HEN I went out to India, a few 

years ago, I had no interest what- 

ever in Christian missions and no 
intention of studying them. My sole pur- 
pose was to make observations in the field 
of hygiene and public: health, for use in 
a book on international ‘public health 
which I then intended to write. I worked 
hard on my chosen line. But I could 
neither have worked hard nor have thought 
carefully on that or any other line, in 
India, without coming to see that India’s 
deepest need is for a new set of ethics; 
that Hinduism does not and will not meet 
that need; and that the typical Hindu re- 
mains, after receiving. secular Western 
education, under the same ethical domina- 
tion that controlled him before. 

Subsequent years of study of Hindu in- 
fluence and action have only confirmed me 
in the belief that the one hope for sound, 
wide, and permanent betterment of Hindu 
social evils — evils that otherwise spell the 
death of a people —lies in the ethics of 
Christ. 

When our Lord took up his work in 
Palestine, nineteen hundred years ago, he 
entered a human scene closely akin to that 
of India todays A country under govern- 
ment by aliens, and kept. continuously astir 
against that Government by men them- 
selves ambitious to snatch the reins; a 
country too torn with internal jealousies, 
distrusts, and hatreds to set up and main- 
tain a united front; a country drugged 
with songs of the glories of the past and 
laments for the subjection of the present; 
a country tragically lacking any true spir- 
itual leader to show it that its real free- 
dom lay in its own hands, to be won, not 
by battles for office, for pride of place, for 
temporal rulership, but. by each man’s 
single-hearted adoption of “the greatest of 
the Commaridments” as his guide in daily 
life. : 

Again and again, in different guises, did 
both enemies and friends bring to our Lord 
political questions identical with those that 
rend India today. “Is. it lawful to give 
tribute unto Cesar?” But not for a mo- 
ment is His vision: lowered. Not once 
does he diverge from single loyalty to his 
divine commission. ‘Not once does he lose 
sight of the. one great need of the people — 
the need that his Father has sent him to fill. 
“Whose is this image and superscription? 

Render therefore unto :Czsar the 
things which are Czsar’s; and unto God 
the things that are God’s.” And, “What 
shall it profit a man, if he shall gain the 
whole world, and lose his own soul?” 
“My kingdom is not of this world.” 

Confronted and importuned by. a human- 
ity inflamed with nationalism, with race 
resentments, and with political grievances, 
ambitions, and desires, he denies any 
weight or significance to these matters in 
comparison with the one great gift that he 
came to bring our needy. world — his Gos- 
pel, in. which we acclaim the solvent and 
cure, through grace of his triumphant sac- 
rifice, for every. earthly ill.» 


Should Christian missionaries ally 
themselves with the cause of National- 
ism in the lands to which they have 
been sent as ambassadors of Christ? 

The Modernist missionary says they 
should. 


The brilliant and fearless author of

How then, in the face of this supreme 
pattern,—a pattern so clear, so stern, so 
exact to the case,—can any Christian 
missionary, sent to India: solemnly vowed 
to preach Christ’s Gospel as he preached 
it, deliberately abandon that vow to plunge 
from that pure height headlong downward 
into the common political fray? 

I who write have seen two things at 
close hand: On the one part, I have seen, 
in India, the mortal needs of the multi- 
million victims of Hinduism. On the other 
I have seen, alike in America and in Brit- 
ain, the simple, faithful piety: of our 
American and British people who send to 
India Christian missionaries. You who 
give to the mission funds give often from 
means hard earned, hard saved, and: hard 
to spare. You give because you believe 
that Christ your Master desires you so to 
do. You give in order that a man may go, 
in your stead, to carry your most precious 
possession, to God’s other. -and needier 
children, in accordance with your ‘own 
gratitude; and with his command. 

What, then, shall be said of that “Chris- 
tian” missionary who betrays both you and 





People have sometimes been in doubt 
as to Miss Mayo’s nationality. In a 
weak attempt to discredit her relent- 
less exposure of India’s shame in the 
book “Mother India,” she was charged 
with being British and, in the employ 
of the British Government:.

India? He takes both your money and 
your trust on false pretenses. Living on 
your material means in the midst of spir- 
itual famine so .desperate that his whole 
life would be too short honestly to spare 
one moment from his pledged ministry, he 
yet finds time and heart to feed the starv- 
ing people with husks and stones. Under 
solemn oath to God to follow his Son and 
the Captain of our salvation as long as his 
war lasts, in the very thick and front of 
battle this recreant soldier turns his back on 
his leader and slinks away. And then, hav- 
ing so deserted, he comes running home to 
you, covering and capitalizing his shame 
and his defection with loud outcry about 
the ‘very thing to which his Leader stead- 
fastly refused to stoop—about political 
wrangles, struggles, and ambitions as com- 
mon in varied degrees to all earthly scenes 
as they are apart from the Kingdom of 
Heaven. 

Occasionally the Government of India 
asks for the recall of one of these men. 
Regardless of what opinion you may have 
formed of the Government of India, — 
and do not forget that for the present it 
is still predominantly a Christian Govern- 


_ment and the sole earthly hope of your 


Christian missionary effort,—you may, I 
think, welcome such a step as definitely of 
use to you in your work. For, whatever 
may be doubtful, this at least is clear: 
Had the man: been a faithful servant and 
follower of Christ, busy about his Father’s 
business and that only, he could not pos- 
sibly have wandered into the political field, 
wherein alone, short of gross immorality, 
he could become offensive to established 
Government. 

When you choose a young man to rep- 
resent you in your foreign mission service, 
sending him to work far from under your 
own eyes, you do your best in choosing — 
as any business concern would do in send- 
ing an agent abroad. You hope you have 
chosen true, stanch, steady stuff, proof’ 
against vanity, folly, and all disloyalties. 
But if time proves that you chose wrong, 
—that your man has failed you, —then 
you cannot too quickly learn his frailty 
and your own mistake. 

Yet, lest you think that the mistake is 


- your misfortune: only, turn again to India. 


Each mistake like that lays a heavy stone 
in the already difficult path of the -honest 
workers, There are voices to tell you this, 
if you could but hear—thin, strangled 
voices from the graves of the buried-alive 
—the poor, the despised, the enchained, 
the helpless — voices terrible indeed in their 
reproach. “Why do the servants of the 
‘Lord of Sorrows’ [I quote actual words] 
pass us by? Why do they leave us buried 
here in our woes while they run after 
Gandhi and his rich merchants and greedy 
Brahmins — men who shamelessly shout 


‘for ‘liberty’ while’ they crush our bodies 


and souls? Why do these servants of the 
‘Friend of the Friendless’ spend their time 
crying out for more power to the strong, 
our oppfessors, amd leave us, the eternal

victims, without comfort? If this be Chris- 
tianity, we want none of it. These Chris- 
tian priests are time-servers, no better than 
our own.” 

Before me, at this moment, lies a “mani- 
festo” sent forth by one such missionary 
while still in India, addressed to his fel- 
lows in service. The man, an American, 
has recently been recalled by request of 
Government, and is now, I understand, lec- 
turing in America. His “manifesto” deals 
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with Indian political matters, pure dnd 
simple. Alluding in a confused mass - of 
rhetoric to Christian ideals, he’ says: 
“Better that these ideals which we profess, 
that this work which we have labored to 
create, that our loved church, all be wiped 
clean from the face of the world” than that 
we abstain from local politics. . .. “Mis- 
sionaries and Christians, I call you to bat- 
tle.” 

At home in America this man and others 
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like him can do but little harm. For we, 


generally know what value to place upon 
any statement ‘made by a renegade, no 
matter what his text. But in India the 


harm such persons do is incalculable. For ° 


there they deepen darkness instead of 

carrying light. They discredit the faith 

they came out pledged to serve. They sin, 

not only against God’s piteous, hungry 

children, but against the Holy Ghost.

The Shining Light of Hudson Taylor's Life and Work 


Lessons that other missionaries and missions may

something of the principles and work 

of the China Inland Mission. It was 
over forty years ago that I first met the 
Founder — and I confess that L was some- 
what afraid of him. He seemed so other 
worldly and so holy. Since then I have 
met and admired many of the China In- 
land Mission workers on four continents. 
These contacts have produced an esteem 
for the principles and methods and the 
fruits of the Mission that is akin to rev- 
erence. They are godlike. 

For this reason it was a great disap- 
pointment to me not to be able to visit 
some of the mission stations, when I was 
in China two years ago. The fact that it 
is an. inland mission is one of its glories, 
but. this was also one of the causes. for 
my great disappointment, as lack of time 
and the difficulties of travel during civib 
war kept me from penetrating far into the 
interior.. It was, however, my _ privilege 
to spend an afternoon with the General 
Director, Mr. Hoste,.in Shanghai. Read- 
ing the life of the Founder, and many other 
publications of the Mission, has also given 
me a‘ knowledge of the work and a sense 
of sympathy and fellowship with its prin- 
ciples and practice. 

All Christians, and especially all mission- 
ary workers, owe a lasting debt to Hudson 
Taylor and to the China Inland Mission 
—-for the principles for which they have 
stood: and the example they have set in 
Christian life and service. A living ex- 
ample is vastly more impressive than life- 
less theory, however perfect. 

George Miiller was raised up to be a 
living witness to what God can and will 
do in answer to the prayer and life of faith. 
So we believe that God raised up Hudson 
Taylor, not only for the evangelization of 
China’s millions, but as a living example 
of how the life. and teachings of Christ 
and the apostles may be put into practice 
in personal life and in world-wide evangel- 
ism. The so-called faith missions, now 
operating in many lands, are consciously 
or unconsciously copying -the principles 
and methods of Hudson Taylor and the 
China Inland Mission. Our denominational 
missions also’ may well strive to imitate 
the Founder of the China Inland Mission 
as he imitated Christ’ and followed the 
principles and practice set forth in the New 
Testament. 


Fe: over forty years I have known 


His last half-crown in his pocket and 
a poor family whom he had called to 
see, in dire need before him. That was 
what Hudson Taylor faced on one oc- 
casion as a young man in Hull, England. 
When the half-crown came out and 
went to the family it marked one of the 
earliest milestones in his long, trustful 
walk with God. The lessons of his life 
have been fully set forth in Dr. and 
Mrs. Howard Taylor’s biography and 
in shorter works. In this Missionary 
Number, the Times is glad to publish 
part of an address given by Mr. Pier- 
son last spring in Philadelphia at the 
one-hundredth anniversary of Hudson 
Taylor’s birth. 








In these difficult times of widespread 
apostasy, of declining idealism, of falling 
incomes, and of retrenchment in Christian 
work, many church leaders are asking the 
question: Why is -it that when the in- 


comes: of practically ‘all the mission boards . 


have decreased hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in the past’ two years, so that 
budgets have been drastically cut and no 
new work can be undertaken, the China 
Inland Mission has not only maintained 
its work without curtailment but has actu- 
ally sent out two hundred new mission- 
aries in the past two years of financial 
depression at home and of national up- 
heaval in China? Many _ explanations 
might be given, but of this we are assured: 
it is a sign that God is siill moved by the 
need of dying millions, that there is no 
financial depression in Heaven, and that 
the Father still hears and answers the 
prayer of faith, and works in partnership 
with obedient disciples. 

In my recent journey around the world, 
I visited twenty-eight countries and looked 
into the work of over forty boards and 
societies; in nearly one hundred centers of 
Christian missionary activity. I found that 
much of the most fruitful and. spiritual 
work was patterned after the work of the 
China Inland Mission. May we not then 
well seek to be “imitators” of Hudson 
Taylor as he imitated Christ, our Lord, 
and copied New Testament standards? 
Were he here in the’ flesh he would be 
th> first to tell us not to follow the inter- 


mediary but to follow Christ directly, to 


be imitators of God (Eph. 5: 1). 
Let us consider some of the Christlike 


characteristics and principles that Hudson 
Taylor impressed on the China Inland 
Mission and which we may all follow to 
advantage. 


First—We note his passion for souls. 
This was born of his conviction as to. the 
lost condition of all men who-are oui of 
Christ, and of his own débt for salvation 
and his obligation to give others the Gospel 
message. ‘The idea of hell’is not pleasant 
and is not popular today, but belief in ‘its 
reality ac.ed on Hudson Taylor more pow- 
erfully than the cry of a drowning man 
stirs a life guard to action. Like his Mas- 
ter, Hudson Taylor’s life aim was to seek 
and to save the lost. This led him to seek 
service where the need is greatest, though 
he did not neglect the need near at hand. 
Like the apostle Paul he longed to préach 
the Gospel where Christ’ had not been 


named. He had the spirit of a‘true pioneer 


—not only for geographical but for spir- 
itual adventure with God. 

We all need to have more deeply burned 
into our consciousness this sense of the lost 
state of men without Christ; to have this 
passion for souls, such as possessed Hud- 


. son Taylor. While two-thirds of mankind 


have never yet had an opportunity to hear 
and understand the Gospel message, it - is 
of doubtful value to use missionary funds 
and missionary energy to build up large 
and expensive educational. institutions in 
some of which, at least, the workers are 
not free to give students the Gospel of 
life. We shall never forget the harrow- 
ing impression made on us by the soul- 
hungry hordes at the great Kumb Mela 
in Allahabad, India; or the set faces of 
fanatical millions of Moslems in the Near 
East; or the darkened minds of multitudes 
of unsaved savages of Africa and the 
South Seas; or the weary bodies and hope- 
less souls of the toiling myriads of China; 
or the materialistic and: unsatisfied multi- 
tudes of Japan. How they weigh upon 
one’s soul; as did the shepherdless throngs 
on whom our Lord had compassion! 
Second—We may well emulate Hudson 
Taylor’s complete dependence on God. It 
is one thing to have faith in God’s love 
and power and wisdom, as the Creator and 


‘Ruler of the universe; it is another thing 


to give evidence of that faith as a working 
principle in personal life and service. All 
true: Christians have faith; all true mis- 
sicnary werk is based on faith. A special 
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characteristic of real faith missions, such 
as Hudson Taylor founded, is that their 
dependence is less upon secondary causes 
and more absolutely on the great First 
Cause. Hudson Taylor set us the example 
of stepping out on God’s promises, and 
seeking to follow the will of God in the 


face of the greatest difficulties, with as. 


much assurance and abandonment as a man 
would trust himself to a reinforced con- 
crete bridge in crossing a yawning chasm. 

Hudson Taylor’s faith was based on 
knowledge — not of conditions but a knowl- 
edge of God. This led him to depend on 
the heavenly Father for guidance in the 
midst of great perplexities, to depend on 
him for the supply of every temporal :need 
rather than on a mission board or a bank 
account; this he did, not only for himself, 
but for his family and the Mission. Can 
we ever forget the picture of him, as a 
young man in Hull, parting with his last 
half crown to meet the need of a poor 
family in great distress, and joyfully trust- 
ing God to supply his own food for the 
next day? Nor was he disappointed. This 
was the beginning of his life of trust in 
the heavenly Father for the supply of daily 
needs, temporal and spiritual—for the 
needed workers and funds, for protection 
in times of danger, and for vindication in 
the face of persecution or misunderstand- 
ing. God has not failed to reward such 
dependence on himself when coupled with 
obedience. 

We have seen many evidences of such 
faith and such dependence, not only in one 
mission, but in many. There is need for 
more of such practical faith in all societies 
and all workers. I am: convinced that 
every mission board-and every missionary 


should be less dependent on material re- - 


sources and financial reserves and more on 
the divine reserves provided for regular 
and spiritual needs. Shall we also look to 
God for insurance, pensions, and replace- 
ments in time of disaster? We may all 
well follow the example of the China In- 
land Mission in fefusing to accept indem- 
nities and subsidies from non-Christign 
governments, and in -looking’ to. God to 
move men’s hearts to supply the needs of 
his work, rather than depend on financial 
appeals and campaigns. 


Praying before Dawn 


A third characteristic of Hudson Tay- 
lor, which we may well seek to imitate, 
was the reality of his prayer life. Many 
of us are. tempted to think that we are 
too busy to spend much time in prayer. 
How often we have been in conferences 
where not one-tenth of the time was spent 
in seeking the mind of God, while nine- 
tenths or more was occupied in conferring 
and disputing with men. Hudson Taylor 
was too busy with things of the Kingdom 
not to keep in constant and vital touch 
with his Commander. Prayer was to him, 
not the means of making his wants known 
to God, but the means of bringing himself 
into true harmony with God’s plans for 
him. I remember, as a boy, when he was 
a visitor in my father’s house, that, like 
our Lord, he would rise a great while 
before dawn to have his quiet time alone 
with God. No matter was too small to 
bring before the Father in the secret place 
— engagements, expenditures, perplexities, 
or thanksgiving; and no project presented 
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was too momentous for him to expect an 
answer — clear and definite. 

If there was one impression deeper than 
another made on me by my visit to the 
mission fields it was as to the supreme 
importance of true prayer for effective 
missionary service. -No work for God is 
successful . without it, and’ I believe that 
the success is proportionate to the prayer. 
In some missions there were prayer meet- 
ings, but apparently little prayer; in other 
homes and stations prayer was the atmo- 
sphere in which the missionaries lived — 
a real communion with God. I was greatly 
impressed by the prayer life in the Door 
of Hope Mission in Shanghai. At day- 
light, when the time comes for the girls 
in the “Love School” to get up, the first 
sound is that of little voices, from four 
years old upward, raised to the heavenly 
Father in thanksgiving and petition, not 
only for themselves and their teachers but 
for the boys and girls of other lands. It 
was not surprising that every interesg-and 
enterprise in that “Love School” was vital- 
ized by prayer. These orphans, abandoned 
children, and -rescued slave girls, have 
learned to know God through prayer, and 
are coming to understand the meaning of 
true partnership with Him in seeking and 


saving the lost of many lands besides their 
own. 


“In Every Thing... . Prayer’ 


The supreme importance of prayer is 
acknowledged by missionaries and boards 
and churches, but too often we neglect to 
act consistently on this conviction. We 
should make fewer blunders and should 
enjoy far greater evidence of partnership 
with God if we prayed in faith as if every- 
thing depended on God, as if we expected 
an answer and would not go forward with- 
out it or hesitate to respond when the an- 
swer comes. Some make missionary 
income, deficits, difficulties, and expendi- 
tures a subject of prayer; others lay them- 
selves, all their plans, their possessions, 
their problems, their work on the altar 
and ask God to dispose of them. There 
is a vast difference in these two attitudes. 

There is great need for more prevailing 
prayer in the Board rooms, in the churches, 
in our homes, and in the missions on the 
field. We may well imitate the prayer 
life of Hudson Taylor, even as he imitated 
the prayer life of the Master. 


Fourth, as a natural sequence and result 
of the foregoing characteristics, Hudson 
Taylor lived a life of. full surrender. 
Vision of the world’s need and an evan- 
gelistic passion, faith in God and agoniz- 
ing prayer are fruitful only in proportion 
as there is an absolute surrender of self to 
God. It is not of first importance that a 
man go as a missionary to the heathen. 
There is‘ such a thing as faith without 
work. Prayer that is unwilling to sur- 
render to the revealed will of God is mere 
formality. “Thy will be done” is no true 
prayer unless it means a complete abandon- 
ment to that will, We may not be able to 
say with our Lord, “I do always the things 
that please Thee,” but we must will to do 
his will whatever it may cost. 

Hudson Taylor was an example of such 
abandonment of self and of such joyful ac- 
ceptance of the will of God. There was 
in him the devotion of .a mother to her. 
child, of a patriot to his country, of a 


scientist:to the quest for the truth, ofa 
crusader to his cause. Hudson Taylor was 
a_ Surrendered Man— whether his surren- 
der related to earthly love, or to carefully 
laid plans to material comforts, or to life 
itself. We all know the temptation of the 
Devil to think that we are not called upon 
to give up cherished plans or to be sepa- 
rated from loved ones. How ‘often mis- 
sionaries are determined on a plan of ex- 
penditures or an enlarged program that 
they will not abandon though every. sign 
seems to point to God’s lack of approval! 
How often parents refuse to surrender 
their children to God for fear lest their 
own cherished plans for them may be 
frustrated! A stubborn determination to 
carry out our plans is very different from 
a fixed purpose to follow the plan of God. 
Shall we not follow Hudson Taylor in 
his abandonment to the will of God and in 
his keen sensitiveness to the slightest in- 
dications of that will? 

We observe many other characteristics 
in which we may well follow Hudson Tay- 
lor, even as he followed Christ —in his 
knowledge of God, his deep love for the 
children of God, his spirit of sacrificial 
service, his zeal, his humility, his great 
courage in the face of hardships and dan- 
gers; his sagacity and common sense, his 
spirit of adventure for God, and his eager 
looking for the Second Coming of our 
Lord. This last, rather than the gradual 
reformation of human society, was the real 
basis of his hope for the world. Other- 
wise we should all be discouraged as we 
see the dominance of evil in the world. 
But our Lord when he comes will restore 
all things and will subdue all things to 
himself. In all these things we may well 
study and learn from Hudson Taylor. 

There is one other characteristic as a 
matter for emulation—it is his absolute 
unwavering confidence in the truth of the 
Bible as the Word of God. Every act and 
every ambition, every standard and every 
plan was checked up to see if it harmo- 
nized with the teachings of the Word. In 
1887 he wrote, as a preface to the bound 
volume of China’s Millions, “Why is grav- 
itation certain? It is Divine Law. Why is 
Scripture just as certain? Because it is 
the Divine Word. . . . In that book of 
certainties we see unmistakably the woeful 
position of the heathen and can well see 


why the command is given to. evangelize 
them.” 


Through the Bible Forty Times 


We are told that Hudson Taylor’s in- 
variable habit was to get his quiet time 
an hour before dawn—no matter what the 
surroundings or the noise of dirty Chinese 
inns, he never neglected this daily reading 
of the Bible and prayer. His love and rey- 
erence for God’s Word remained the same 
through life. In his seventy-first year he 
read the Bible through again from begin- 
ning to end, for the fortieth time in forty 
years. From his own experience he said: 
“The hardest part of a missionary career 
is to maintain regular prayerful Bible 
study. Satan will always find something 
else for you to do when you ought to be 
wholly occupied with that.” 

When he found the Bible teaching on 
any matter, that settled the question for 
him; there was.no room for excuse or 
argument. to depart from. that, teaching.

if I go and prepare a place for you, I will 
come again, and receive you unto myself; 
that where I am, there ye may be also.” 
He believes the teaching of the Lord and 
the Holy Spirit on hell as well as on 
Heaven, and faithfully warns the heathen 
of judgment to come, asking God’s own 
question, “How shall we escape, if we 
neglect so great salvation?” 

Of course, says the Commission, missions 
should be continued. But the report makes 
it plain that this does not mean New Tes- 
tament missions, or the kind that our Lord 
commanded. The Commission means sim- 
ply that “good-will should continue .. . 
to express itself.” And we are told that 
the early missionaries, while good, earnest, 
sincere men, were mistaken in their ideas 
ani motives. “The pioneers were moved 
by the disturbing sense that many in Asia 
had not so much as heard the Gospel: mil- 
lions of souls, believed to be in danger of 
eternal death, might be given the oppor- 
tunity of life; there was but one way, the 
way of Christ. There was need for haste.” 
Not only did Hudson Taylor, John G. 
Paton, Adoniram Judson, Henry Martyn, 
William Carey, David Livingstone, Robert 
Morrison, and Robert Moffat hold this 
“mistaken” view, but so did Paul and Bar- 
nabas and all the apostles, and also the 
Lord Jesus Christ. That fact disconcerts 
the Commission rot at all. 


On the contrary, the Commission re- 
joices that missions today have largely 





abandoned their early mistake and are 
working on an improved and more hope- 
ful basis. Thus: 

“Generally speaking, these changes have 
occurred: Western Christianity has in the 
main shifted its stress from the negative 
to the affirmative side of its message; it 
is less a religion of fear and more a re- 
ligion of beneficence. It has passed through 
zud beyond the stage of bitter conflict with 
the scientific consciousness of the race over 
details of the mode of creation, . . . the 
descent of man, miracle and law, to the 
stage of maturity in which a free religion 
and a free science become inseparable and 
complementary elements in a complete 
world-view. Whatever its present concep- 
tion of the future life, there is little dis- 
position to believe that sincere and aspiring 
seekers after God in other religions are 
to be damned: it has become less concerned 
in any land to save men from eternal pun- 
ishment than from the danger of losing 
the supreme good.” 

The early missionaries, in the New Tes- 
tament and later, had the idea that a con- 
vert’s “best attitude to his own past is a 
clean breach.” Paul rejoiced that the 
Thessalonian Christians “turned to God 
from idols to serve the living and true 
God.” He even dared to say that, when 
any man is in Christ, “old things are 
passed away; behold, all things are become 
new.” But the Betrayal Commission de- 
cides that “this clean-breach method, ex- 
perience has now amply shown mistaken 

. its results were mixed with failure. 
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It was a cruel pedagogy, which required 


pruning down to the stalk the earlier 
growths of the spirit, and checking the 
momentum of an ancient current of life.” 

For Christianity is only one of many 
good religions; all religions, to a greater 
or less extent, are good. And Jesus Christ 
is but one of several founders of good 
religions. For “most of the great religions, 
especially those which have owed their 
inception to the work of individual foun- 
ders, Buddha, Jesus, Mohammed, have been 
missionary religions.” These great men 
(Buddha, Jesus, Mohammed) had a coni- 
mon experience: . “Just this has been the 
experience of the great founders of re- 
ligion: they have been teachers of men, 
moved by compassion, seeing the -multi- 
tudes devoid of guidance or led by blind 
guides. They have spent themselves speak- 
ing to their own people; and they have 
left behind them an impulse which - has 
moved on steadily across boundary after 
boundary.” 

This, then, is the Appraisal Commission’s 
understanding of the Christian Gospel: it 
is an “impulse” that the Lord Jesus Christ 
left behind him when he died. He did not 
need to rise again from the dead in order 
to leave that “impulse”; undoubtedly most 
of the members of the Commission deny 
that he rose from the dead. Paul had a 
better message to offer the unsaved than 
an “impulse” left by a dead Buddha, Jesus, 
or Mohammed. None of the Betrayal 
Commission, apparently, is ready to say 
with Paul, and mean what Paul meant: 
“For I am not ashamed of the gospel of 
Christ: for it is the power of God unto 
salvation to every one that believeth.” 

The Commission assures us that all re- 
ligions are ways to God.. The early mis- 
sionaries were slow to realize this! “It 
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was hard for the missions to mix with 
their absorbing interest in re-birth a prac- 
tical recognition that the surrounding re- 
ligions were religions, and as such were 
ways to God.” Today we are living in an 
enlightened world where “Christianity 
finds itself in point of- fact aligned ... 
with the non-Christian faiths of Asia. ... 
It simply shows how necessary it has be- 
come for every religion to be aware of 
and to stand upon the common ground of 
all religion.” 

C. B. Olds of Okayama is quoted with 
approval for having made a commendable 
demonstration of “the necessity that the 
modern mission make a positive effort, 
first of all to know and understand the re- 
ligions around it, then to recognize and 
associate itself with whatever kindred ele- 
ments there are in them.” For “we all, 
Christians, Buddhists, Shintoists, or what- 
ever other faith, have much to learn from 
each other and much to contribute to each 
other. Also we feel that if we spiritual 
leaders are to accomplish anything con- 
structive for the good of society as a whole 
we ought first to get together as religion- 
ists and come to know each other sym- 
pathetically.” 

And “Christianity can aid in the struggle 
to eliminate superstition from: its own and 
other systems ... by working with en- 
lightened members of all faiths for a non- 
superstitious conception of providence and 
prayer.” In other words, Christian mis- 
sionaries need the heathen’s help to get 
Christianity rid of its superstitions. 

After demonstrating to its own satisfac- 
tion that Christianity is only one of several 
good religions, the Commission blandly de- 
clares “The Uniqueness of Christianity.” 
Its uniqueness consists in the fact that, 
from the great treasury of thought in all 
the religions, “Christianity proffers a selec- 
tion which is unique. The principle of 
selection is its own peculiar character.” 
And, “It was one aspect of the genius of 
Jesus that amid a rich store of earlier codes 
and doctrines he discerned what was essen- 
tial and brought it to brief and forcible 
expression.” 

It is significant that the Commission as- 
serts that there can be nothing exclusive 
in religious truths, for “what is true be- 
longs, in its nature, to the human mind 
everywhere.” As though the Christian 
Gospel were the product of man’s mind! 
Thank God, it is not! “But as it is writ- 
ten, Eye hath not seen, nor ear heard, 
neither have entered into the heart of man, 
the things which God hath prepared for 
them. that love him. But God hath. re- 
vealed them unto us by his Spirit.” 

The Appraisal Commission seems to be 
ignorant of the fact that, “after that in 
the wisdom of God the world by wisdom 
knew not God, it pleased God by the 
foolishness of preaching [or, by the fool- 
ishness of the thing preached] to save them 
that believe.” 

Perhaps unconsciously, the Commission 
discloses its estimate of the Lord Jesus 
Christ as merely a man. Christianity, it 
says, “believes that in the course of his- 
tory the insistent problems of religion came 
to Jesus with peculiar clarity and force, 
and that he gave answers to them which, 
because of their simple and essential nature, 
may be taken as final.” In company with 
all consistent Modernists, the Commission 
here assumes to decide that the teachings 
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of “Jesus” (of course he is not referred 
to as Lord) were “essential,” and there- 
fore human judgment may accept them as 
“final.” This position necessarily denies 
the deity of Christ and the supernatural 
revelation in his words and in all Scripture. 

When the Commission expresses the 
hope that “the churches at home will take 
prompt and vigorous measures” to make 
any necessary changes so as to “command 
the enthusiasm of the finest and most ad- 
venturous type of Christian young men 
and women, and open the way for a 
more fruitful expression of good will, as 
followers of Jesus, toward the people of 
other lands,” it means that apostate or 
renegade missionaries, such as those de- 
scribed by Miss Katherine Mayo in her 
fearless article in this issue of THE SuN- 
DAY ScHooLt Times, should dominate the 
missionary enterprise. 

There is much more in the Commission’s 
report of an almost unbelievably anti- 
Christian character, and this will be taken 
up in further articles in the Times. Enough 
has been said to show that this tragic event 
in_ modern missionary history may mean 
the parting of the ways between the Con- 
servatives and the Liberals, the true and 
the false, in the entire missionary enter- 
prise. It is a welcome fact that some de- 
nominational mission boards have publicly 
repudiated some of the conclusions of the 
Appraisal Commission. The relation of 
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the boards to all this, and the question 
whether the shocking recommendations of 
the Commission are not, after all, a logi- 
cal fruit of policies of many years’ stand- 
ing in the mission boards, will be frankly 
discussed. In the meantime, it is cause for 
thanksgiving that there are so many true, 
evangelical, uncompromising foreign mis- 
sionary societies at work in most or all 
of the heathen fields, and THe Sunpay 
ScHoot Times is glad to call to the atten- 
tion of its readers, and commend wunre- 
servedly to their fellowship, co-operation, 
prayers, and financial support, the mission- 
ary societies named in the list on page 22, 
as well as others in related ministries at 
home and abroad, whose announcements 
appear elsewhere in this issue. 

Surely the strange, sinister, Satanic docu- 
ment issued by the Appraisal Commission 
is a reminder to the true Church of Christ 
that “we wrestle not against flesh and 
blood, but against principalities, against 
powers, against the rulers of the darkness 
of this world, against spiritual wickedness 
in high places”; and is a call to all who 
bear the name of Christ to “take unto 
you the whole armour of God, . . . and 
the sword of the Spirit, which is the word 
of God,” that we may pray prevailingly 
that utterance may be given unto the 
ambassadors of Christ, that they may 
speak boldly, “to make known the mystery 
of the gospel.” 








Posters, a reading contest, and other meth- 
ods for arousing interest in the mission field 
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OW the vitally important subject of 
missions is presented in some schools 
may be of interest to the superintendent 
who wants to include this in his program. 
In one school missions is featured in a 
special program every two months, but the 
use of “silent sermons” in between times 
keeps the subject always in mind. A 
silent sermon is a poster or chart that car- 
ries a definite message. Posters are hung 
where they will attract attention, each ene 
carrying a special message. Frequently 
their location is changed so that all may 
have an opportunity of seeing and uncon- 
sciously absorbing the truth the silent ser- 
mon is preaching. One of the best posters 
is of three sheets of green cardboard fast- 
ened one above the other. On the top 
sheet is printed the question “Do You Be- 
lieve in Missions?” Below is a picture of 
the Lord Jesus and a lamb and the text, 
“Jesus said, Feed my sheep.” The second 
sheet has a map of the world in outline, 
and the words “The Whole Wide World 
for Jesus.” A cross covers the two hemi- 
spheres, and rays from the cross reach 
out to pictures of children of many lands 
scattered around the sheet in an artistic 
grouping. “What Can We. Do?” is the 
question asked on the third sheet. The an- 
swer is “We Can Pray. We Can Give. 
We Can Go.” 
Here is a school that has a Missionary 
Reading Contest in its Intermediate and 
Senior departments. Two captains are ap- 


pointed to serve for a period of three 


months, These captains in turn give brief 
items of interest covering missionary ac- 
tivities. Members of their “teams” may 
also give brief items. The side haying the 
greatest number taking part in a five-min- 
ute period is awarded a banner for the 
day. This plan surely does increase gen- 
eral interest in missions, and because each 
item reported must be brief, it shuts off 
the long-winded prosy speaker. News iterhs 
or facts may be secured from the daily 
newspaper, magazines, books, or elsewhere. 
The ten minutes deducted from the regu- 
lar service and spent in this way is well 
worth while. 

Here is a school that occasionally ob- 
serves the birthday of great missionaries. 
For instance, David Livingstone was born 
March 19, 1813. The Sunday falling near- 
est it is observed as “Livingstone Sunday.” 
Pictures and flags create the proper atmo- 
sphere. Posters bearing some of the 
famous sayings of Livingstone are used, 
each class being expected to prepare one. 
The favorite Psalm, 121, of Livingstone 
is read, and his favorite hymn, “O God 
of Bethel, by whose hand,” is sung. Other 
noted missionaries are remembered in the 
same way. 

The school thinks enough of missions to 
devote an occasional evening to presenting 
the subject. One such had eight tables 
to represent the mission fields in which 
the church was interested, each table deco- 
rated in an appropriate manner. A host- ” 
ess at each table told of the work repre- , 
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sented by that table. Teaching through 
the eye gate in this delightful manner was 
satisfactory. 

The same idea used by another school is 
the annual missionary entertainment. At 
the four corners of the room booths are 
erected, each to represent one country. 
Decorations are in keeping with the coun- 
try, and pictures and articles from this 
section are on display. The entertainment 
starts in one corner where a brief program 
is offered. A brief but interesting talk on 
the country is given and suitable music 
offered. An offering is taken for mis- 
sions. 

This school thinks Missionary Sunday of 
sufficient importance to prepare a special 
mimeographed program for each event. 
The order of service includes Scripture 
passages; prayers, and hymiis. Some strik- 
ing facts regarding a certain field or mis- 
sionary are given, and this means that the 
information is taken into the homes. 

A Southern school tithes all offerings 
and sets aside ten per cent for missions. 

The Missionary Superintendent of a 
small school has charge of one opening 
service each month and makes it mission- 
ary in every detail. 

Another Southern school aportions its 
missionary contribution among the vari- 
ous classes and departments, and each unit 
is expected to raise the designated amount 
throughout the year, bringing it to the 
altar on Christmas Sunday. By having a 
whole year to raise the amount, each 
teacher is able to get in many missionary 
talks as the subject is presented week by 
week.

This gave him conviction, steadfastness, 
and power. This is evident in all his writ- 
ings and, addresses, in his habits of life, 
and in the principles and practices of the 
China Inland Mission. . All are founded 
on the teachings of Scripture, intelligently 
interpreted and fearlessly applied. 

This example of loyalty to God’s inspired 
Word has been a great stimulus to count- 
less other missionaries and societies. Those 
who have departed from this loyalty have 
lost their clear vision of God and their 
power for service. In my contacts with 
hundreds of missionaries I never found 
evidences of spiritual power where there 
was lack of faith in the final authority of 
the Bible or a departure from its clear 
teachings. 

Hudson Taylor has set an inspiring ex- 
ample of absolute faith and dependence on 
God, of loyalty to Jesus Christ and his 
Word, of a fully surrendered life, of a 
passion for souls; he manifested a pioneer- 
ing spirit of courage and adventure for 
God, a dependence on the Holy Spirit for 
guidance and power. These have made the 
China Inland Mission an inspiring exam- 
ple to other missionaries of many socie- 
ties and in many fields. Large and abiding 
fruitage has been the result. We may 
well imitate Hudson. Taylor as he imi- 
tated Christ. 


But imitetion is not “sufficient. “Many 
have sought to. followhis example and to 
copy the principle and practices of the 
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C. I. M., but have sadly failed. We may 
imitate dress or mannerisms, but we can- 
not successfully imitate faith or life. We 
may mimic speech or outward acts, but we 
cannot imitate love. We can copy a con- 
stitution or organization, a method or a 
program, but we cannot imitate spiritual 
friitfulness. 

We may mechanically try to imitate a 
man’s method of Bible study or his habits 
of prayer, but we cannot thereby be as- 
sured of uncovering the sources of wisdom 
and power with men and with God: To 
attain success we must -have life — the life 
that comes through faith in Christ and love 
for God and full surrender to the will of 
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God (John 14:23). To bear -fruit that 


abides we must abide in Christ and his’ 


Word must abide in us: (John 15:5). If 
we would pray prevailingly we must be in 
such harmony with God that the Son can 
endorse our petitions (John 14: 12-14). If 
we would truly live, then the Spirit of 
God must live in us. If we would know 
the meaning of the love of Christ we must 
know the meaning of sacrifice. If we 
would be God-like, we must be Christ-like. 
“Be ye therefore imitators of God,” says 
Paul, “as beloved children; and walk in 
love, even as Christ also loved you, and 
gave himself up for us” (Eph. 5:1, 2).

‘Two Travelers on the Afghan Border 


An actual experience, showing how one missionary introduced a Mohammedan 
to a knowledge of the only Saviour 
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T WAS a hot summer afternoon. I had 

been over to the extreme eastern bound- 
ary of Persia to take a look at Afghan- 
istan, Persia’s neighbor on the east, one 
of the few lands still closed to Christian 
missionaries, and was returning to the lit- 
tle Persian town where I was working at 
that time. As I rode along on my donkey 
through the bushes that lined our path, 
suddenly a tall Afghan emerged from no- 
where, and, stepping into the path a little 
ahead of me, began to go in the same di- 
rection in which I was going. In a friendly 
tone of voice I called after him, “Peace 
be upon you!” He should have replied, 
according to the custom of the country, 
“Upon you be peace!” But instead he 
pulled his cloak up over his head, and, 
taking not the slightest notice of me, went 
on his way. 

I began to feel somewhat uncomfortable 


as I thought upon the unfriendly attitude 


of my fellow traveler. But in a few mo- 
ments he put me out of my suspense by 
turning about sharply and shouting back 
to me, “Why don’t you accept our 
Prophet?” The man was a Mohammedan, 
and he was attacking me for not being 
one! 

What should I answer him? I had no 
desire to hurt his feelings out there in 
the bushes alone, so I replied in as cordial 
a manner as possible, “If you permit me, 
sir, I shall be very glad to tell you why 
I do not accept your prophet.” 

“Speak,” said he, and I spoke somewhat 
as follows: 

“You know,” I said, “that all of us in 
this world are travelers. We are not go- 
ing to remain here, but must pass from 
this world to another world. * Now a trav- 
eler, in order to make a journey success- 
fully, must certainly have four things: a 
road, light, bread, and water. If he has 
these things he will reach his home at 
night, but if not he will perish in the 
desert. Is that true?” . 

“It is true,”-replied the Afghan. 

“Now we Christians,” said I, “have as 
our Prophet His Excellency Jesus, whom 
you Mussulmans‘consider the greatest and 
best of the prophets, except His Excel- 
lency Mohammed. . And our Prophet Jesus 
has said to us, first of all, ‘I am the road, 


no one can come to God the Father ex- 
cept through me.’ So we have a road for 
our journey, the only road to God. And 
Jesus has said also, ‘I am the light of the 
world, whoever follows me shall never 
walk in darkness.’ So ‘we have not only 
a road, but light to guide us in it. And 
Jesus has said to us, ‘I am the bread of 
life, he that comes to me will never hun- 
ger.’ So we have bread for our journey, 
and: there is no danger of our perishing 
of hunger on the way. And finally he has 
said, ‘I give the water of life to the thirsty, 
and whoever drinks that water will never 
thirst again.’ So we have living ‘water 
to refresh us, and we cannot die of thirst 
in the desert. 

“Now do you not see that in His Excel- 
lency Jesus we have a road, and light, and 
bread, and water for our journey through 
this world to the next? What do we lack, 
that we should need to accept your 
prophet? Is not Jesus all sufficient for 
us?” 

“You speak the truth,’ my companion 
replied. 

And when I saw that he was feeling 
more friendly toward me, I slid down from 
my donkey, and walked ahead and joined 
him, and for an hour or more we trav- 
eled together along the little path among 
the sand hills and the bushes. I explained 
to him why: it was that Jesus Christ could 
be more to us and do more for us than 
any other prophet, for he was more than 
man, he was God made manifest in the 
flesh, and he was not dedd like the other 
prophets, but was alive and near us and 
able to help us, 

My Afghan friend listened with deep at- 
tention to all I said, till we came to a 
place where the path parted. He paused, 
and said, “Over here in the bushes -is my 
littie house. Will you not come in and 
visit me?” 


“I. am sorry,” I replied, “but night is — 


near, and I still have a long way to go. I 
cannot come in.” 
So we shook hands and parted, he going 


to his lonely. little house in the wilder- © 


ness, and I, as I pressed-on my way, won- 
dering how much longer it would be till 
the Afghans should see the light of the 
glory of God in the face of Jesus Christ.

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 
E HAVE seen the Lord Jesus at 
work: teaching with authority, 


casting out demons, healing burn- 


ing fever, cleansing the leper, and multi-’ 


plying like miracles in Capernaum and all 
parts of Galilee. In this lesson we see 
our Lord at work accomplishing some- 
thing infinitely greater than any of these 
miracles. How futile would have been bis 
authoritative teaching, his casting out of 
demons, his healing the sick and cleansing 
the lepers, had he not come to forgive sin! 
By his grace, very few of us are demon- 


possessed or full of-leprosy, and compara-- 


tively few: are held by incurable diseases, 
but we all are stricken with the disease of 


diseases, and we need his work of forgive-" 


ness. How gracious that this greatest of 
the miracles‘ continues. today ! 


The Historical Setting 

After the first tour of Galilee, and follow- 
ing the healing of the leper, Christ returned 
to Capernaum. If our Lord’s Galilean 
ministry began in the autumn of A.-D. 27, 
this return to Capernadum may have been 
in the spring of A. D. 28, just before the 
passover mentioned in John 5:1 (if: that 
feast is a passover). Some consider that 
this feast preceded these events. 


Verse by Verse 

Mark 2: 1.—After some days.’ Literally, 
“After days,” which in Jewish usage meant 
an extended period, though we do not 
know how long. See Historical Setting. 


It ‘was noised that he was in the: house.: 
The note of intense excitement ‘and eager- ‘ 


ness is stamped upon all of our Lord’s 
ministry as Mark records it. The house 
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was doubtless Peter’s house which our. 


Lord evidently made his home in Caper- 
naum, At this time he may have come to 
rest. 


Verse 2—Many were gathered together. 


Edersheim thinks Peter’s house was one 
of considerable size such as fairly well-to- 
do people used, with a. courtyard into 
which the various apartments cpened. 
Verse 3:—One sick of the palsy. The 
word means “paralysis,” of which palsy

Verse 4.—Uncovered the roof where he 
was. That is; they. ascended~by the out- 
side stairway and took up the tile (Luke 
5:19). 

_ Verse 5.—When Jesus saw their faith. 
The faith of the sick man and -of-his fcur 
friends. Son, thy sins be forgiven thee. 
Worse than the physical paralysis was the 
deadlier disease of unforgiven sin weighing 
upon his conscience. The implication is 
that his sin had some connection with his 
sickness, either caused by it or bringing 
to him an added conviction of- sin. 


Verse 6.—Certain of the scribes. These 
Pharisees and teachers of the law had 
come “out of every town of Galilee, and 
Judea, and Jerusalem” (Luke 5:17). 
They were probably sitting on the front 
seats, and were there with questioning and 
critical minds. 


Verse 7.—Who can forgive sins but God 
only? See Special Topics. 

Verse 8.—Jesus perceived in his . spirit 
that they so reasoned. This was super- 
natural insight (John 2:24, 25). Why 
reason ye these things? <A rebuke is im- 
plied. - They were asking questions out of 
evil hearts; unbelief is always evil (Matt. 
9:4). 

Verse pa TR is it easier to say. It 
is easier to say, “Thy sins be forgiven 
thee,”- for. it could not be proved by evi- 
dence that men would see, while the com- 
mand “Arise” would instantly be put to 
the test. Take up thy bed, and walk. It 
was a mattress, or pallet, used on the floor, 
or on an elevated -bedstead. f 
- Verse 10.—But that ye may' know. — The 
miracle was a sign of Christ and his power, 
but not for that purpose aloné; his com- 
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passionate love was poured out eagerly 
on the sick and afflicted. That the Son of 
man hath power on earth to forgive sins. 
This startling title, “Son of man,” occurs 
here in Mark for the first time. See Spe- 
cial Topics. Hath power on earth. The 
word is “authority,” not merely as dele- 
gated authority, as he might give to his 
disciples, but as God himself has authority. 
The words “Scn of man” and “on earth” 
emphasize the fact that God the Son, now 
become man, is on earth exercising all 
the power of God. 


Verse 11.—Arise, and take up thy bed. 
The very thing the man could not do, but 
with the command Christ gave the power. 
Observe the beatftiful relationship between 
God’s sovereign word of power and the 
man’s free will. 


Verse 12—And glorified God. They 
attributed to God this work that was done, 
blessedly illustrating the truth that the 
works that Christ did were the works of 
th: Father, winning glory for him. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


Which is easier, to forgive sin, or to heal 
a paralytic? With man both are impos- 
sible. But which is easier for Jesus Christ, 
—God-who became man? Christ could 
have healed every paralytic on earth with 
one word of authority without ever coming 
to the world. But he could not have for- 
given a single sin unless he had come ‘and 
paid the full price of sin on Calvary. So 
we may say that it was infinitely harder 
to say, with authority, “Thy sins are for- 
given.” Back of this word of authority 
was the very life of God poured out for 
our sins. And on the human side there 
was but one condition: Jesus saw the man’s 
faith, which meant that this man was ready 
to cast himself utterly on some one else 
as his Saviour. How blessed that while 
our Lord has not guaranteed that'a para- 
lytic shall be. instantly healed today, he 
does commission us to preach a Gospel 
which is the power of God unto salvation 
from that greatest of maladies, sin with 
its guilt and bondage and pollution! —

Notice that he did not deny or correct the 
inference of the scribes that only God 
could forgive sin, but rather took to him- 
self that glory. His supernatural reading 
of the hearts of the Pharisees and the 
hearts of the paralytic and his friends in- 
dicates his deity. The title “Son of man,” 
properly understood, means that he was 
the divine: Messiah, 


The Son of Man. This remarkable title 
occurs in the Gospels eighty-four times; 
it is used. only by our Lord of. himself, 
and by no one else except by Stephen when 
he saw Christ in his ascended glory (Acts 
7:56). In the first recorded testimony 
of our Lord concerning himself this title 


is used (John 1: 51), following the witness . 
of Nathanael that he is “the Son of God”; ’ 
the title is also linked with that- of: “Son’ 


of God” in Matthew 16: 13, 16, 17 and in 
Matthew 26:63, 64., It is ‘used again and 
again in. connection, not with the Jowli- 
ness of our Lord, but with - the - highest 
glory and with the prerogatives of deity 
(Matt. 16: 28; 24: 30; 26:64; John 5: 27; 
Mark 2:10, 28; John 3:13). The title 
was understood by the Jews to refer to 
Messiah, and. identified Christ with the 
Son of man in Daniel 7:13, 14, 27. The 
high priest understood ‘this to mean that 
he claimed deity when he declared that he, 
the Son of man, would come on the clouds 
of glory (Matt. 26:64, 65). The title 
means the Son of God become man; also 
sets forth the truth that he alone of all 
men embodied what it was God’s purpose 
for man to be. 

Forgiveness of Sin. Sin is against God, 
and the Pharisees were right in saying that 
only God could. forgive sin. Sin is eter- 
nal-in its guilt and consequences, since it 
is against the infinite, eternal One. God is 
holy and must punish sin, and hence he 
could not forgive apart from the pay- 
ment of the full penalty for sin. All for- 
giveness was in view of the penalty paid 
by our Lord when he, the Son of. man, 
became a propitiation for our sins (Rom. 
3:25). Some say that God could forgive 
as an earthly father does, but God is God 


‘ and is the Judge, as an earthly father is not. 


Practical and Personal Applications 
Have your sins been forgiven? Every 
one should be sure of the answer to this 
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question. And we may be as sure as the 


man who heard the words from the Sav- 
iour’s gracious lips. That man had a con- 
viction that he was a sinner and needed 
forgiveness. We need to see our sins as 
deserving death, then we shall know some- 
thing of the greatness of the miracle of 
cleansing them away. 


Does the Saviour see your faith? This 
is the one requisite for forgiveness. That 
saving faith is possible only for one who 
has repented of sin, and it is personal faith 
in the personal Saviour. 


Beware of unbelief. The Lord instantly 
-aw the unbelief: in the hearts of the 
scribes, and he called it evil. They would 
have known they were in the presence of 
one who was true had their hearts not been 
full of pride and envy and criticism. 


Unite in bringing others to Jesus. Let 
us imitate the plan of the four strong 
friends, and let us imitate the persistency 
that did not stop till their needy friend was 
at the feet of the Lord. 


Share the compassion of Jesus, not the 
coldness of the scribes. Again and again 
the Pharisees showed they had no compas- 
sion for suffering men, but only interest in 
their own aims. True compassion seeks 
ever to bring men to the compassionate 
Jesus, and to rejoice when he. is saving and 


healing.. And he said that this compassion . 


should lead us to pray the Lord of the 
Harvest to send forth laborers (Matt. 9: 
36-38). 
Sentence Summaries of Lesson Truths 
It was God become man, and God who 
came to become a sin-offering, who said, 
“Thy sins are forgiven.”

The sin-bearer is the sin-forgiver; only 
God can be sin-bearer and only God can 
forgive sin. 

Our Lord sees two kinds of hearts, be- 
lieving and unbelieving. 

What a man is thinking in his heart con- 
cerning Jesus shows what kind o: heart 
he has. 

Should we not be filled with wonder at 
his healing of our ‘paralyzed hearts even 
more than they were amazed when the 
paralytic leaped to his feet?

MATERIAL: A compass. 








Mest of you’ know that the needle of 
the compass, if not artificially de- 
flected, points north. Now I want a boy 
to come here and face the north and hold 
his’ hands straight out east and west. 
That’s it. Now you are facing the North 
Star. I wish you’d tell me how far East 
and West are. No, I don’t mean around 
the earth, but real East and West from 
the North. Star. If you could travel 
through the heayens east from the North 
Star, how far would East be? And West? 
Can’t you tell me? No? Well, don’t 
feel badly about it, for neither can anyone 
else. Our great telescopes search the 
heavens nightly, but no astronomer has 
ever found that boundary which is the ulti- 
mate East or West. 

Isn’t it wonderful to’ know that God 
has said our sins should be removed as far 
from us as the East is from the West, 
and remembered no more against us for- 
ever ! 

Jesus Christ had power when he walked 
in Judea and Galilee to forgive sins, and 
he still has that power. Just one thing is 
needful. We must confess our sins. And 
just lots of people do not know what it 
means to confess their sins. I like Mr. 
Legters’ definition: “To see our sin as 
God sees it, in all its blackness.” Don’t 
excuse it, or call it a fault, or a mistake, 
or a shortcoming, or a. frailty, or one of 
our idiosyncracies,—it may be all that, 
but God sees it as just S-I-N — Sin. 

“If we confess our sins, he is faithful 
and just to forgive us our sins, and to 
cleanse us from all unrighteousness” (1 
John 1:9).

An Early “Foursome.”—They come 
unto him, bringing one sick of the palsy, 
which was borne of four (v. 3). No man 
gets very far in this world unless “borne 
of four.” This can be used for both Up 
and Down. That is to say, if you get any 
good, even so great a one as a carry and 
drop at the feet of Heaven, or so bad a 
one as a carry and drop under the feet 
of the other place, it will be because of 
the help of others. Never forget this, my 
boy. Up: Old Testament — Joseph and 
Pharaoh (Gen. 41:30); New Testament 
— Paul and Barnabas (Acts 9:27). 
Down: Old Testament — Rehoboam and 
Young Men (2 Chron. 10:13, 14); New 
Testament — Judas and Priests (Matt, 26: 
14, 15). 

My old schoolmate, Ex-Governor Sweet 
of Colorado, tells this of a man of 
Denver, whom he knows. This man holds 
a high position in a- great corporation. 
He was a Sunday golfer, a cocktail dis- 
penser, and a regular “sport” among the 
men of his own sort. This man of the 
world was brought to himself in the Billy 
Sunday meetings held in Denver. In giv- 
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ing his testimony at a meeting, after be- 
ing saved; he said,- “I found that. every 
advancement in business I ever got was at 
the hands of Christian men. All -my pros- 
perity has come by. the help of Christian 
men. My own gay and sporty crowd never 
gave me a boost or made me a dollar. 
When I came to think the matter through 
in the light of my new life I found I 
was not such a wonderful man as I had 
thought I was.” 

Who is going to help you, Chris- 
tians or —————-? Happy the man who 
makes friends. The Old Book teils how. 
We hear about those who have a 
“pull.” -Here in our lesson is one who 
surely had one! Four of them. Here’s 
one conclusion from this incident: The 
sick man must have been a good friendly 
fellow when he was well, to enlist such 
faith full friends in his need. Moral: 
Don’t be a crab. You never know when 
the “palsy” will strike, and friends can 
be worth more than medicine! (Prov. 18: 
24.) 


The Two Billys.—When Jesus saw their 
faith (v. 5). You can see what Faith, 
Hope, and Charity do. In today’s lesson 
all three are “up” and “down” to Jesus. 
With Brother Persistency standing by 
bossing the job. We do not know whether 
Friend Palsy wanted to go or not. It 
was not the faith of the man that Jesus 
saw, but .the faith of the four friends. 
He was saved by Faith, Hope, and Love 
(Matt. 15:28; Rom. 8:24; John 13:35). 

I used the following true story twenty- 
five years ago in this Corner. It was 
reprinted in some hundred and sixty-three 
newspapers from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific, and used by hundreds of ministers 
and teachers. It will be found in the 
Times with the lesson for February 16, 
1908. Billy Miller and Billy Moren were 
two dear old railroad friends of mine. 
They came to Coatesville and called at our 
home one day, and during the visit asked 
Mrs, Ridgway and me if they might pray 
with and for us. Yes, they were that kind. 
Billy Moren was later killed in the Har- 
risburg yard. Billy Miller followed not 
long after. Billy Moren was a rare soul 
in a railroader’s body. I wish you could 
have heard him tell this story in his in- 
imitable round-house style. and humoreus 
drawl. Billy Miller, the elder of the two, 
was one of the crack engineers of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, and he ran the 
“Limited” — at that time the fastest train 
in the world. Brdy Moren was his fire- 
man, 

Up the Juniata River way, when run- 
ning at sixty miles an hour, they struck 
one of the track men. They stopped, 
gathered the poor fellow up and left him 
at the first town for medical attendance, 
according to the rules, and then finished 
their run. The next time they had the 
first opportunity they gathered some deli- 
cacies together in a basket and went up the 
river to see how the man they had injured 
was coming on. They found a humble lit- 
tle home, sweet and clean, in charge of a 
young -wife, and the man badly though not 
fatally hurt. Before they left they asked 
the man if he was a Christian. He was 
not, nor was his wife. So the two rail- 
roaders tarried until the last train in or- 
der to show them the way of life. The 
result was that both the man and his wife 
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“were gloriously saved. Glory Hallelieu- 
yer!” as Billy Moren expressed it. 

On the way back to Harrisburg late that 
night both Billys sat thoughtful and silent 
in the end of the car, gazing at nothing out 
the windows. Suddenly Billy Moren 
reached over and slapped Billy Miller, who 
sat opposite, upon the knee, and. exclaimed 
as only Billy Moren could say it, “Say, 
Billy Miller, look-ee here, if we can’t get 
"em into the Kingdom in any other way, 
we can hit ’em with the ‘Limited’ and 
knock ’em into the Kingdom” (Matt. 11: 
I2). 


The Doctors.—They were all amazed, 
and glorified God, saying, We never’ saw 
it on this fashion (v. 12). -Did you ever 
know that in the Revolutionary War al- 
most every badly wounded or seriously 
sick soldier who was taken into a hospital 
died there? One of the hospitals was just 
over the hills from Coatesville at Chester 
Springs, called in that day “Yellow 
Springs” from the color-of the sulphur 
waters. The Springs are close to Valley 
Forge, of tragic memory. This was the 
record at the Yellow Springs hospital, and 
I am told this was one of the best mili- 
tary hospitals of the period. Perhaps I 
should write, “Yellow Springs Dead 
House.” Now 1776 subtracted from 1933 
leaves 157 years. If this was as far as 
the healing art had gotten about 150 years 
ago, draw on your own imagination as to 
what happened to poor mortals who were 
really hurt or sick 1,900 years ago. When 
seriously sick or severely injured the man 
or. woman, the boy or girl, of the ancient 
day, was doomed. Just as is the case in 
Heathendom today where Jesus has not 
come. When this Young Miracle Man 


from Galilee went through the land, by- 


his Divine Word: and. Divine Touch doing 
the “Impossible,” do. you wonder that 
Amazement and Glorification went hand in. 
hand?. (John 7: 32, 45,: 46.).

F COURSE you all know where the 
Lord Jesus was born? Yes, Bethle- 
hem! And where he lived as a boy? 
Nazareth! But which city did he adopt 
as his own to live in when he was a man? 
Why, Capernaum, the city we visited last 
week when we went to see Peter’s wife’s 
mother. Let us see if every.one knows 
just where to find these places'on the map. 
The Lord Jesus has been for a journey, 
and has just come. back. Perhaps he is 


‘staying in Peter’s house again. How 


quickly the news flies around the city — 
“Jesus has come back”! Do you remem- 
ber what happened the last time he was 
here—how he made all the sick people 
who came to him quite well? Oh, every- 
body wants to go and see this wonderful 
Man once more, and to hear him give his 
Father’s message. Who was his Father? 
Yes, God. See the people running down 
the road, and what a crowd there is all 
around the door! Look at that little group 
on the edge of the crowd! 

There is a sick man lying on a bed. He 
is too ill to come himself to the Lord 
Jesus, but he has four good friends who 
are bringing him. But the crowd are too 
interested in what the Lord Jesus is say- 
ing and will not let them pass. What can 
they do? Must they give it up and take 
the poor sick man home again? No, these 
are brave men and not easily discouraged. 
One of them suddenly has a bright idea. 
“We will climb onto the flat roof and 
make a hole in it and let the bed down into 
the room where the Lord Jesus is,” he 
cries. Quickly they do as he suggests, and 
presently they have made a big hole, and 
now comes the most difficult part of all! 
How dreadful if they should drop the poor 
sick man! But no, he has reached the 
ground safely, and now the Lord Jesus is 
speaking to him, Let us get our Bibles 
and read the story as Mark tells it 
to us. 

It will be better for you to read the 
story, teacher, as there-are a .good: many 
long words, which you should explain care- 
fully. It is most. important that. children 
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should not get..wrong impressions; for in- 
stance, “When Jesus saw their. faith’ — 
How can faith be seen? By actions. It 
was the faith of his four friends that saved 
the palsied man. Perhaps he was too ill 
to have faith for himself. Our faith will 
often help those who have no faith of their 
own, Explain simply what faith is, and 
how even the smallest of us may have it. 
Point out that all expected the man’s sick- 
ness to be healed. 

But the Lord Jesus speaks first of “sins.” 
He could. see into the man’s heart, and he 
knew that the worst sickness was there. 
The scribes were right. “Who can forgive 
sins but God only?” But the Lord Jesus 
was God. Stress this strongly. Repeat 
Memory Verse.

AY, fellows, I saw a fellow save the 
game in the last five minutes of the 
last quarter the other day in one of the 
most audacious efforts I ever witnessed in 
a football contest. He bucked the center 
with a plunge through that beat down 
every obstacle, then climbed over a pile 
of men, got himself free, and carried the 
ball to the goal. For sheer determination, 
pushing. through against heavy odds, it 
topped anything I ever saw in sport. 
Barriers. It looks like anything good to 
be gained in sport or business, or life itself, 
must be gotten in spite of barriers — and 
the greater the difficulty the greater the 
prize. 
Where’er the prizes go, 


Grant me the struggle 
That my soul may grow! 
, 


Mark is telling us today of the effort of 
four determined men to get their friend to 
Jesus —over seemingly insurmountable 
barriers. It. took not only an.unwhipable 
determination, but it took nerve and faith 
to do what they did. They carried their 
friend bodily to Jesus, and.when they saw 
that the crowd both inside and outside the 
house would prevent their taking him 
through the door, they climbed with their 

.burden up the outside stairway to the roof 
and tore up the roof to let him down into 
the very presence of the Great Physician. 
The Lord rewarded their faith by promptly 
doing all they had come for—and more. 
Their friend was healed, body, mind, and 
spirit. He was brought to Jesus, helpless 
upon his bed; he returned to his house, 
restored to health and strength, carrying 
his bed on his shoulder — and his sins for- 
given. What a difference in that home, 
after the father had come under the power 
of Jesus! 

‘Batriers. _ Fellows, you. will. always 
come.to barriers when. you try. to bring 
anyone to. Jesus Christ. You will meet 
barriers at the very. first suggestion of 
talking to one about. your Saviour.. The 
Devil: erects those barriers — most of them. 
He can (and does) give. many very logi- 
cal reasons why you should not do it. He 
will hold your own sin over you and make 
a -coward of you. He. will tell you that 
you will do: more harm than good.. (As 
though the Devil cared! Is it not strange 
we fall for that sophistry?) One big bar- 
rier is your own pride. You might be 
rebuffed. That -would be humiliating. You 
do not like to be humiliated — forgetting 
how the Lord suffered humiliation for you. 

Another big barrier is the lack of faith. 
We believe a little; but we do not believe 
enough. Jesus is all-sufficient. 

Fellows, the Lord Jesus is just waiting 
to save other fellows as he saved you. He 
is depending on you to bring them to him. 
He has the power, but he. is counting on 
you to bring them. You make the effort; 
do your. part, and. see what -wonderful 
things he will do.

She would have been 
But little Ishaq brought 


smiles to the happy parents, and laughter’: 
to the little clay dwelling with its white- - 
washed walls.. He cheered the heart- of- his -

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father just as another little Isaac of Bible 
days cheered his father. Fatah Khan would 
gladly lay down his life for the tiny son. 
He would spend his last rupee to buy him 
a velvet vest or tinseled cap. 

From the time the little fellow began 
to toddle around, he knew that he was 
the most important member of the family. 
He strutted around proudly commanding 
even his mother to obey his whims. His 
father was delighted to see the young ras- 
cal thus exercising authority over his 
mother and praised him for it. Ishaq knew 
that because he was a boy he was therefore 
born to rule. If he had a little sister, he 
would have treated her in the same way 
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he treated his mother, for, was not a girl 
born to serve? 

But alas, the days of joy were soon 
turned to sorrow. . Little Ishaq. was sud- 
denly taken sick. Fatah Khan was broken- 
hearted lest his son should die. Quickly 


he hurried to the grave of a holy man and, 


prayed for the sick child. “O Merciful 
One, spare my son—the life and joy of 
my home,” wept the father. Then taking 
a stone from the grave of the holy man, 
he rubbed the sore part of the child’s body 
so that the little one might be cured. The 
same stone had probably been rubbed over 
other diseased bodies before, for that is 
the custom among these poor, ignorant peo- 
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ple of Afghanistan. Strange to say, little 
Ishaq recovered. 

Winter was beginning to set in and the 
chilly winds from the mountains were 
sweeping down over the little village of 
Rohi.. Fatah Khan was anxious to get 
away from the cold, and was eager to 
reach the sunny plaifs of India. Packing 
tue black .goat’s hair tents, he took his 
family and flocks and joined the caravan 
going toward India. Thousands of Af- 
ghans were*on the march toward India. 
There is not enough grass in the winter 
for their flocks and herds, and the cold 
winds could not be endured even with the 
warmest posteens (“fleece-lined coats”).

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In the caravan there were thousands of 
camels, pack mules,. donkeys, and sheep, 
besides men, women with their white veils 
covering their whole body; arid many chil- 
dren.

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Perhaps no sin is spoken of more often 
in the New Testament than the sin of 
covetousness, and where the Holy Spirit 
has placed such emphasis we do well to 
heed carefull; his teaching. In the Scrip- 
ture portion assigned for our lesson three 
forms of covetousness are mentioned. The 
first, found in verses 13 to 15, is a covet- 
ousness born not from any particular need, 
but from the desire to have possessions 
because some one else has them. 

And what torture such covetousness can 
create in our hearts! A certain young 
woman confessed that she could not bear 
to visit certain of her friends because she 
was made miserable by beholding the 
things that they possessed which she could 
not have. Young men may not be so 
severely tried in the matter of clothes or 
house furnishings, but have you never 
known a young man who could not bear 
to hear another praised or given honor or 
position without suffering from the pangs 
of covetousness ? 

Our Lord recognized the covetousness 
and refused to interfere in behalf of the 
one who came to him, even though the 
division of the estate had been unfair. 
Under the circumstances he could have 
done him no greater unkindness than to 
have given the man that which he coveted. 


In the parable of the rich fool we have 
that form of covetousness that is already 
gorged with itself, yet holds on to and 
seeks to add to that which it already has. 
There is not a whisper of condemnation 
against the method in which this man se- 
cured his possessions. Evidently he worked 
hard for them. But in the accumulation 
of his possessions he had lost sight of God. 
He had forgotten that without God-given 
qualities of industry and frugality he could 
not have accumulated his wealth. He had 
forgotten that God had supplied the rain 
and the sunshine and the physical strength 
that had been potent factors in his -pros- 
perity. 

It is possibie to hold a cent so close to 
the eye that it will shut out the light of 
the sun, and this man’s possessions had so 
absorbed his attention that he had come 
to depend upon them for all his well-be- 
ing. Like the little boy who treasured a 
gift of a box of tools so highly that he 


kept them locked up in his room and would - 


take them out only on rare occasions to 
look at them and fondle them, so this rich 
man failed to realize that God had given 
him his wealth as a tool to use for him.

The third form of covetousness -men- 
tioned in our Scripture lesson we may not 
recognize at first as covetousness. It is 
that which is mentioned in verses 22 to 34.

Discussed by Mother Ruth 








Dear Mother: Ruth: I know you must count 
your “daughters” in:the hundreds, but do you 
have room for one more—another with a 
problem? The problem is this. Does one ever 
feel the urge, the desire to do a certain. thing, 
feel that it will be a service for the God one 
loves, and yet afterward feel that the urge 
was only a desire of seif, not of God? I feel 
I should explain. In youth I had a great 
longing to go to far-off lands with the Gospel 
story. I aimed at .and worked toward that 
goal, but many. things intervened. After col- 
lege days, sickness and financial difficulties 
came and the door to training seemed closed. 
Then suddenly the financial troubles were 
removed, and once more the plans were made 
for training, when another thing arose that 
honor and God bade me stay at home to face 
— a thing which I cannot tell. Finally a happy 
day arrived when I thought that I should be 
entering a certain Bible school when it opened 
its doors for the next.term. I had not been 
idle, but had been studying God’s Word with 
the help of some correspondence courses. 

The, coming September was. when I expected 
to go, but the dear Lord saw fit to take my 
darling mother to hiniself. No one knows the 
deep sorrow I went through nor how wonder- 
ful the. dear Christ was to me then and has 
been since. Looking back, as I guess folks 
often do at such a time, I could see things 
that had happened previously that were mak- 
ing me stronger to bear this sorrow, tte” first 
great sorrow of my life. For months I had 
been praying that I might be kept in the cen- 
ter of God’s: will. It seemed I wanted him 
more than anything else, and -he came into 
my heart in all his fullness 2nd in my sorrow 
brought peace. Since the going home of my 
dear mother those desires for foreign mission 
work have utterly vanished. I am as much in- 
terested in them as ever, go to them by the way 
of prayer each day, and give as the Lord has 
prospered me. True, I am just past the age 
where most mission folks refuse to accept can- 
didates, but in spite of that I know if God 
wanted me there he could take down the bar- 
rier. It seems queer to have had the desire 
once and then to have it go, unless it was not a 
God-given desire in the first place. 

Does God ever call and then allow so many 
obstacles that a person cannot get over them? 
For years it seemed that I nearly reached the 
goal when something arose that I was power- 
less to surmount and even prayer did not re- 
move at the time. I do so want his will in 
my life every minute of the day. At present 
I am oh, so happy. Somehow I feel as if I 
were in. the place he would have me be —at 
home trying to take the place of a dutiful 
daughter and sister to the father and sister 
left behind; but it troubles me. some to look 
back at the time when I wished to go to a 
foreign ‘field; and then to realize that that 
longing has gone completely. Would a person 
be as happy and contented as I am if she 
were out of God’s will?

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frame; he remembereth that we are dust” 
(Psa. 103: 14). 

Do not worry because you have not gone 
to a foreign field. He could overcome ‘all 
difficulties and place you there if he wanted 
you there. The only thing that could pre- 
vent would be your unwillingness to go, 
and asserting yourself and not going in the 
path he has marked out for you. ‘Keep 
yourself in his hands, and let your soul 
rejoice, for the Christian has a right to 
be happy. The Evil One would prevent it 
if he could. Take the Psalms and just 
read every one that is full of praise and 
see how often we are told to. rejoice! 
Paul says, “Rejoice in the Lord alway:

R. W. B. RILEY, Executive Secre- 

tary of the World’s Christian Funda- 
mentals Association, pastor of the. First 
Baptist Church, Minneapolis, and Presi- 
dent and Founder of the Northwestern 
Bible School, will begin meetings at 
Bethany Collegiate Presbyterian Church, 
Twenty-second and Bainbridge Streets, 
Philadelphia, January 10, which will con- 
tinue from two to three weeks. 

Dr. Riley is the man who, when the 
great Prophetic Conference was held in 
Philadelphia in 1918, was given chief place 
by the Philadelphia Committee and deliv- 
ered, in that enormously attended Confer- 
ence, four addresses and also conducted the 
Question Hour before 750 ministers. These 
addresses were later published in the vol- 
ume “Light and Prophecy.” 

At that Conference Dr. Riley presented 
his plan for the organization of the World’s 
Christian Fundamentals Association which 
was unanimously adopted, and the Asso- 
ciation had its initial meeting in Philadel- 
phia in the Academy of Music one year 
later.
